As was | 
noted during the hour-long debate, the judgment of the 
acceptability of a rushee is primarily based on a superficial 
evaluation. Psychologists are not able to discover a person’s 
full personality outlook in a few short hours; it is doubted 
if untrained women can. | 

If there are some basic and tangible requirements they 
might be conformity in religion and race, parental back- 
ground and general appearance of the rushee. Few sororities, 
however, would admit any such criteria for selection. 

The standards for the two key societies are clearly stated: | 
outstanding service in at least three areas of student activi- 
ties and a better-than-average grade standing. Athletics, 
which makes no discrimination in race or religion here, re- 
quires physical fitness and coordination (It is doubted if 
hoop coach Hal Wolf would turn down a Colored student or 
one with halitosis if the player could hit 90 per cent of his 
shots}. Drama work calls for ability to memorize and enunci- 
ate properly. Rally committee, which incidentally is not a) 
social club but a Student Council committee, acts wholely as 
au service organization. 

It would indeed be asinine to say the presence of these 
groups would be inconsistent with an absence of sorerities. 
If that were the case then it would be impossible to name the 
outstanding graduate in June. 

If double-talking answers, such as the one mentioned | 
above, are the only defense the proponents of sororities can 
come up with, their stand appears to be very weak. For- 
tunately, the sorority question does not have to be decided 
this week or this month. There is still opportunity for both | 
sides to gather new information. That information will be 
eayverly awaited. 





State Contestant Outdone | 


Word recently came to The Hornet that an African frog 
leaped 32 feet 3 inches in competition. This information may 
seem unimportant at first glance.

'were told that sororities “teach 
democracy and promote lasting | 


friendship"’—in the same manner, | 
no doubt, that democracy is taught 
in our 25 existing campus organiz- | 
ations which are open to all indi- 
viduals, regardless of race, religion 


‘or social position. 


According to the proponents, 
“social training” is available to the 
social sorority member. Since “'so- | 
cial training’ was not too well de- 
fined, we assumed it to be that 
training: which is available to all! 
members of any social group—-in 
any society 

We found that academic stand- 
ards are fostered by social sorority 
membership; at least a 1.0 grade 
point average must be maintained 
by a sorority sister if she is to re- 


| tain her active membership rights. 


It is perhaps by coincidence that 
ALL students, sorority members 
or not, must maintain a 1.0 aver- 
age or be placed on probationary | 
status by the college. 

The pro side of the question left 
us confused on one point. We were 
informed by one of its members | 
that “sororities offer opportunities 
to meet different people.” A few 
minutes later another proponent | 
ple do not want to join organiza- 
tions in which the people are dif- 
ferent from themselves.” 

It was further stated by the pro 
side that social sororities furnish 
leadership opportunities. This | 
point appealed to us.
